Your directors are 
particularly glad to be able to tell you that 
they have been able to maintain your position 


, liqnid, and it is a satisfaction to feel that we 
' bave no large blocks of land, or, in fact, any 
land, which, while showing handsome profits | 


on paper, way take a long time to realise. We | 


have written off one-third of our preliminary 
expenses, and have decitied to recommend yon 
to di-tribute £5,000 of the net prefivts remain- 
ing, constituting a dividend cf 10 per cent.. 
free of income-tsx, oo the paid-up capital. We 
have not deemed it necessary to make any 
special payment to reserve, as our investments
